Oil company upon Investment of $tJ9,- 
024,48 0.50, which is all that has been 
put into the business except out of 
its own earnings, had earned up to the 
end of 19 06, 
$8 38 ,78 3,78 3.16 
Adding 
I be profits of 19 07 and J9 08 , we have 
substantially a billion dollars e arned 
by this company in twenty-seven year*; 
with an original investment of about 
$69 ,000,000. 
But. the real significance 
of these earnings is seen when \se
